Charter Revisers 


Think $100,000 Is 


Sufficient Leeway 


Most of Suggestions Acted on Last Night No Ac- 


tion Taken on Amendments Looking to Re- 
version to Ward System 
Referendum 


Proposition to Be Acted on Later. 


The City Charter Commission got down to real business last night 


after having devoted its time thus far to hearing and discussing sug- 
gested amendments to the basic law of the city of Danville. Taking 
up one by one the numerous suggested changes, votes were taken and 
-while many of the crucial innovations were passed by for the time 
being action of interest was noted. 


The most important action taken last night was the unanimous 


vote in favor of keeping the present bond limit of $100.000 as it is in- 
stead of raising it to $200,000. The council now has the right to issue 
bonds as high as $100,000 without a referendum to the people and-r 
many persons interested in centralizing power in the city council 
are on record as giving the council greater leeway. 
The commit 


sion adopted in principle the theory of making it as difficult as pos- 
sible of running the city into debt and without much discussion voted 
to retain the present ?>100,000 maximum. 


The commission went a step furth- 


er in dealing with the bond ques- 
tion. For years that clause in the pre-

MODERN 
FICTJON

The address or lecture by Professor 


J. C. Metcalf, of the English depart- 
ment of the University of Virginia, 
delivered before an audience of prob- 
ably 450 people representative of the 
reading and cultured element and the 
educational interests of this city in 
the lecture-room of the Main Street 
Methodist church 
annex yesterday 


afternoon, held the attention of the 
audience for an hour and a quarter 
and elicited many expressions of ap- 


ival of the . views and 
literary 
u'dgment of this ripe scholar. 
The 


ecture was under the auspices of 
... Shakespeare Study Club, an or- 
anization of the younger women of 
Danville which has brought to thi«i 
ommunity some of the finest and 
tiost stimulating: and informing ad- 
resses heard here in recent years. 
Dr. Metcalf's subject was the mod- 


.rn novel, and in his treatment of 
he theme he found opportunity for 
he expression of his own individual 
istes and fiterary judgment. In the 
pening portion of the 
lecture it 
eemed not unlikely that the speaker 
vould be pessimistic in appraising 
modern American fiction, but as he 
ieveloped his theme and tracc-d the 
chargesh of theme and treatment by 
writers of the last generation or more, 
t became apparent that he was more 
udicial and weighed the merits and

change to extreme realism, but now 
he saw unmlHtakable signs of a re- 
turn to naturalness predicted forty 
years ago by William Dean Howells 
and also forecast by Henry James.

Borah, Republican, Idaho, announced 
today that when congress reconvenes 
he would revive his bill to shear the 
powers of the supreme court In d_e- 
claring federal and state laws uncon- 
stitutional.

of the nine justices to concur in nulli- 
fying a law, thus eliminating the 
criticism of "five to four" decisions. 
The senator said he did not favor 
the proposal of Senator Z^aFollette, 
Republican. Wisconsin, leader of the 
Senate Radicals, for a constitutional 
amendment ,Jo enable congress by a 
two-thirds vote to override decisions 
of the supreme court overruling the 
constitutionality of law.
